The crew of the Josephine K. are 
prepared to testify that the ship was 
outside the territorial waters of the 
United States when she was captured. 
Two American coast guard officials 
testified today at the coast guard in- 
quiry that she as 11.7 miles from 
shore—a little more than 500 yards 
within the 12-mile limit. 

The nearest point of land to the 
waters where Boatswain Karl Schmidt 
sent his one-pounder shell hurtling 


| through the Josephine K.’s pilot house, 


fatally wounding the Canadian skip- 
per, was Long Beach. William Edgar 
Schweiger, commander of the coast 
guard boat Alliance, which had been 
summoned to tow the captured boat 
to port, testified that the Josephine K. 
had dropped her anehor when he 
steered alongside. 

He then recorded her position, 
Schweiger told the court of inquiry, 
as 11.7 miles from Long Beach. 

This evidence was supported by a 


} radio. message from the cutter Sebago, 


which was sent out to determine the 
position of the one-sided “battle,” that 
“the maximum distance from shore 
was 11.7 miles. The radio message 
was read in court. 

Under the laws of chase, a coast 
guard vessel may pursue a foreign 


Vessel beyond the 12-mile limit if the 


chase originates in territorial waters. 
No evidence was offered as to the 
position of the ships when the cutter 
145 first turned her searchlight on the 
runner. 

Boatswain Karl Schmidt, com- 
mander of the coast guard rum chaser, 
who fired the one-pounder ‘that killed 
Captain Cluett, gave his own story 
of the chase and capture of the out- 
law schooner at the inquiry.

banking department and reduction of | 
its cash in hand “in all probability” 
rendered the Bank of Tennessee in- 
solvent while it was still accepting 


state deposits was heard today by the 
legislative investigating committee. 
Nat Tipton, an assistant attorney- 
general, also told the committee that 
some of the securities substituted for 
those valued at $3,840,000, which were 
orfginally deposited, were drainage 
district bonds worth from 10 to 15 
cents on. the dollar. Some of the 
others, he said, he had been informed 
by the bank receiver, were what the 
man in the street calls “‘cats and 


dogs.” 

The $3,840,000 of securities, it has 
been stated by D. D. Robertson, super- 
intendent of banks, were ordered de- 
posited by the Bank of Tennessee 
fellowing an examination last Septem-

Securities Vanish.

HENRY GRADY SITE

Second Discounting Pa- 
per, Approved 23 to 11, 
Would Augment Deplet- 
ed Coffers by $300,000.

Discount of Western & Atlantic 
railroad rentals for a period of ten 
years, such procedure to be mandatory 
upon the governor, was favorably re- 
ported Tuesday afternoon by the house 
ways and means committee by a vote 
of 36 to 6. The bill, a Battle-Allen 
substitute measure, would bring about 
$3,500,000 to the state treasury. 

The committee also agreed, by & 
yote of 23 to 11, to recommend pas- 
sage by the house of Representative 
H. B. Edwards’ bill which also would 
discount the rentals from the old man- 
sion property, now the Henry Grady 
hotel, from which the treasury would 
obtain an estimated $300,000. 

All other rental plans were disap- 
proved, after the third consecutive 
day of legislative hearings, and the 
committee adjourned until this aft- 
ernoon under an agreement to resume 
work by taking up the sales tax bill 
of Representative Howard, of Chatta- 
hoochee, at 2 o'clock this afternoon. 


Big Margin a Surprise. 

Approval of the Battle-Allen sub- 
stitute for discounting ten years of 
rentals, without allocating the pro- 
ceeds but providing that they go into 
the treasury, by a 6-to-l1 vote, came 
as a surprise in view of the vote last 
Thursday, 27 to 23, by which the 
committee agreed to pass on the rail- 
road rental plans before considering 
any other revenue raising measures. 

Members pointed out, however, that 
the large favorable vote given to the 
Battle-Allen measure did not indicate 
its passage in the house by such a 
margin and that, although the house 
is expected to approve some rental 
measure, it must thereafter hurdle 
the senate barriers now raised against 
it and face the poss} lity of veto by 
Governor Hardman. 

Possibility that Governor Hardman, 
who is still reported tavorable to 
some highway diversion plan, would 
veto the rental bill, if approved by 
both the house and senate, was ad- 
vanced Tuesday and largely because 
of this argument the committee, by 
an overwhelming vote, passed a bill 
which makes it mandatory, rather 
than authorizes him, to sell the 
rentals. 

Authors Speak Briefly. 

Voting on the ten-year substitute 
plan came after both Messrs. Battle 
and Allen had spoken briefly, in final 
summation of arguments in behalf of 
the bill, and after considerable jock- 
eying from opponents had failed to 
stem the tide well turned to early 
action. ¥:

“1, Americans recently visiting 
our training areas and coming in 
contact with officers in high com- 
mand have received a note of 
deep pessimism, including appre- 
hension of undue hardships to be 
undergone, of the disadvantages 
of billeting as compared to field 
conditions that have prevailed in 
our own country, of the great 
numbers of the enemy, and a be- 
lief in the impregnability of his 
lines, mingled with some com- 
ment on the pecularities of our 
allies, and generally have come 
away with an impression that the 
war is already well along toward 
defeat for our arms. It is espe- 
cially to be regretted that such 
an impression has been derived 
mainly from general officers who, 
if prompted by considerations of 
soldierly duty, of leadership, of 
patriotism, fortitude and ambi- 
tion, should maintain quite an 
opposite attitude. 

“2. While realizing that opti- 
mism cannot be created by order. 
it should be unnecessary to point 
out that such a state of mind on 
the part of officers in respon- 
sible positions is at once reflect- 
ed among their troops, and it is 
not an over statement to say no 
officer worthy of command would 
give expression to thoughts of 
depression, much less communi- 
cate to untutored civilians false 
ideas of the morale of our troops. 
A conservative firmness and faith 
in our cause is not inconsistent 
with a serious estimate of an 
enemy's forces or even of a grave 
strategic or tactical situation, but 
I hardly need add that a tempera- 
ment which gives way to weak 
complainings; which views with 
apprehension the contact with the 
enemy; which carps at the in- 
dividuality of our allies, and 
querulously protests at hardships 
such as all soldiers must expect 
to endure, marks an unfitness for 
command of such an officer, and 
indicates his practical defeat ‘be- 
fore he goes to battle: 

“3. The officer who cannot read 
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hope in the conditions that con- 
front us; who is not inspired and 
uplifted by the knowledge that 
under the leadership of our chief 
executive the heart of our nation 
is in this war; who shrinks from 
hardship; who does not exert 
his own personal influence to en- 
courage his men, and who fails 
in the lofty attitude which should 
characterize the general that ex- 
pects to succeed, should yield his 
position to others with more of 
our national courage. The con- 
sciousness of such an attitude 
should in honor dictate an appli- 
cation for relief. Whenever the 
visible effects of it on the com- 
mand of such an officer reach me 
in future, it will constitute 
grounds for his removal without 
application.

Farmers’ Week at 
Athens.

ATHENS, “a., Jan. 27.—4)— The 
ills of the southern farmer are large- 
ly due to individuality of ‘production 
and marketing. A. Frank Lever, 
former Seuth Carolina congressman, 
told the 24th annual Géorgia farmers’ 
week and marketing conference. 


Mr. Lever was pinch-hitting tor E. 
F. Creekmore, manager of the Amer- 
| tive 


ican Cotton Co-operative: Association 
of New Orleans, who was prevented 
from addressing the group by an at- 
tack of influenza. 

“The farmer has too leng relied 
upon his own judgment in the produc- 
tion and marketing of his ‘crop, 
Lever said. “I hope I will never see 
the day when the farmer will lose 
his individuality—as a producer—but 
it will be necessary for him to stop 
being an individualist as concerns 
marketing, if he is to overcome his 
present condition.” 

The former congressman, who aid- 
ed in writing of the Smith-Hugbes bill 
creating agricultural extension work, 
said the only remedy for the farm- 
er's condition now is sensible methods 
which he can employ to bring himself 
out of it. 

Cotton Situation. 

He recommended the production of 
better grade cotton at a lower cost, 
through the use of scientific methods. 
There is a surplus of 8,000,000 bales 
of cotton at the present time, Lever 
pointed out, and the southern farm- 
er faces his strongest competition in 
the west, India and Russia. 

The price of cotton, he said. must 
he controlled by the existing surplus 
and the power of consumption. The 
cotton farmer has reached the point 
where he must ‘> governed by world 
economic conditions. 

W. T. Anderson, editor of the Ma- 
con Telegraph, addfessed the same 
meeting upon the subject of “Making 
Georgia Self-Sustaining.” 

Mr. Anderson urged diversification 
of crops and the use of county agents 
to bridge the chasm that he said bas 
existed between farmers and bankers 
for many years. He pointed out the 
success of the Moultrie plan, worked 
out by farmers and bankers in Col- 
quitt counts, and urged the adoption 
of similar methods by farmers 
throughout the state of Georgia, and 
all over the south. 

“Pay Day” of War. 


The editor declared that the pres- 
ent economic depression is the out- 
growth of the World War. which he 
said cost the world $406,000,000,000 
and that the present situation might 
he called the “pay day” of the war. — 

He told farmers to “live at home” 

-raise plenty of food and feed and 
then grow as much cotton as | 
liked, providing they can keep it until 
they are ready to sell. 

Let the farmer own the cotton, and 
he will control the cotton 
Let him be compelled to sell as fast 
as he ean pick and gin the staple and 
he will be dependent upon other peo- 
ple for his living, Sndetson said, 

“Extension hAs aA large part to play 
in present national and world read- 
justment,” accofding to Dr. C. B. 
Smith. chief of extension service, 
I nited States Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, D. C., in an address 
before the conference on ‘Tuesday. 

Increased Leisure. 

“The shorter day and shorter farm

Gas Tax Hike Included 
Tennessee Governor’s 
Recommendations.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 27.—(£) 
An increase in the state gasoline tax 
from 5 to 6 cents a gallon was recom- 
mended by Governor Henry H. Hor- 


ton in his biennial message to the 
Tennessee legislature today. The ad- 
ditional revenue would be used on sec- 
ondary roads. 

He declared himself in favor of an 
act requiring a state driver's license 
with a small fee attached for use tu- 
ward patrolling the roads. Other 
recommendations included one that 
the size of busses and trucks be regu- 
lated and that the state relieve thie 
counties of providing right of wars 
for state roads. 

Turning to finances, Governor Hor- 
ton said a report prepared by the tax 
department shows that the budget 
request for the next biennium excee:s 
the revenues derived from the pres- 
ent revenue laws by $8,521,758.12. 

“The 20 cent property tax that 
went off the first day of this year 
was left out of the revenues consid- 
ered in this report,” the governo? 
continued. “If you approve the buid- 
get and make no other appropriations 
for the biennuim, you will have to 
provide $4,260,879.06 yearly in reve- 
nues in addition to what the present 
revenue laws raise. The property tax 
produced approximately $3,500,000 
per annum. It will be seen, therefore, 
that there is only about $500,000 in- 
crease of new revenues to be pro- 
vided.” 

Stating that he intended to deliver 
a special message on roads later, Gov- 
ernor Horton reviewed the work of 
the state- highway department, which 
he said now has more than 7,000 
miles in the primary system under 
supervision, with a total of 20,000 
miles of road “maintained or aided 
by the state.” He added:

is tied up in banks, but I am advised 
that a considerable part of this will 
be Teleased in the near future.”

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 
Death today closed the adventurous 


eareer of Captain Einar-Paal Lund- 
borg, Swedish airman who rescued 
General Umberto Nobile after the de- 
struction of the airship Italia on an 
ice floe in the arctic. 

He died this evening from injuries 
suffered a few hours before in the 
erash of a plane he was testing at 
Malmslaett flying field for the Swed- 
ish government. 

He was a member of the Swedish 
rescue expedition and on the night of 
June 24, 1928, set out in a Fokker 
machine to seek the survivors of the 
Italia disaster.
